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Navy to Send

SNELLING, at Sea (AP) — The 
Navy's deep-diving bathyscaphe 
Trieste descended a mile and a 
half to the dark ocean floor of ft.j 
North Atlantic today in search ••£ 
t^he sunken submarine Thresher. 


The dive was made after a Navy 


search official said there was evi- 
dence, at last, that search craft 
had found the spot where the 
Thresher sank April with 129 men. 


In the spherical gondola sus- 


pended beneath the orange and 
white search craft, when it started 
down,, were Lt. Cmdr. Donald 
Keach, 33, a Somerville, Mass., 
native, and Kenneth McKenzie, 51,, 
'B civilian attached to the Naval 
Electronics Laboratory, San Die- 
go,. Calif., 


The descent today followed sev- 


eral hours of preparations which 
began after daybreak. The Trieste 
was loaded for the descent by the 
addition of a score of bags of 
buckshot placed on her deck. 


The dive was made in a moder- 


ate sea, with 4- to 6-foot waves. 
Ce wind was 15 knots from the 


rthwest.

still is very German, with outdoor 
cafes, beer and sausage stands, 
fountains and flower pots.oa.b'usy 
squares.

Adenauer, JFK 
Talk of NATO 
Nuclear Navy

BTNN (AP)-Prcsidcnt Kcnne- 


dy and Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer today discussed problems 
involved in trying to create a 
multination NATO nuclear navy 
and to strengthen the Atlantic 
partnership between the United 
States and Western Europe.. 


They met alone for two hours. 
Spokesmen (or the two men also 


announced that they had talked 
over forthcoming East-West nego- 
tiations in Moscow on a nuclear 
test ban treaty. Their confercnco 
covered trade relations between 
the United States and the Euro- 
pean Common Market as well. 


White House press secretary 


Pierre Salinger said that the re- 
mits of the talks continuing into 
the afternoon, will be published 
in a communique to be issued 
later today. 


Kennedy, who received a loud 
- 


and enthusiastic welcome from 
half a million germans at the 
stliVrt of ris European! tour Sun- 
day, went to Adenauer's office in 
the Palais Schaumburg in late 
morning. The two men talked, 
with only interpreters present. 


At the same time, in a sepa- 


rate 
meeting 
at 
the 
Palais 


Schaumburg, other U.S. and Ger- 
man officials went into problems 
of Berlin, conditions in Commu- 
nist East Germany and the pro- 
posal for forming a multinational 
nuclear force. 


Salinger said that tlio multina- 


tional force project 
was talked 


out in greater detail by the min- 
isters than by the government 
chiefs. While he would not make 
any of the details public,, it wa£r 


understood that the U.S. and Geil- 
man leaders were seeking allied 
action on setting up the force. 


Salinger denied that Kennedy 


was having any more back pain 
than usual. The President suffers 
with chronic back trouble. 


Kennedy's back seemed to be 


troubling him as he knelt at Mass 
Sunday in Cologne Cathedral. 


Despite overcast skies thousands 


of men,, women and children were 
out again to see Kennedy drive

the President would like to get a 
treaty ready for submission to the 
U.S., Senate by next January. 


The United States and West 


Germany agree on the need for 
such a force. The problem facing 
Kennedy and Adenauer is now to 
obtain the agreement of other al- 
lies, particularly Britain and It- 
aly. Neither the President nor the 
chancellor wants an exclusively' 
German-American nuclear force, 
officials said. 


The President was reported to 


be in excellent spirits following 
the triumphant welcome he re- 
ceived Sunday as he journeyed 
from Wahn Airport in brisk sun- 
ny weather through the crowded 
streets of Cologne and Bonn. More 
than half a million people cheered 
his progress, and members of his 
party agreed his trip had gotten 
off to a highly successful start. 


Looking at the clamoring thou- 


sands at one point, Kennedy said: 
"Gee whiz,, it's too bad these peo- 
ple aren't American voters." 


"It certainly was a nice wel- 


come," he told German Foreign 
Minister Gerhard Schroeder. "It 
could not have been better." 


For most of the long, slow au- 


tomobile trip, which ran from 
mid-morning until mid-afternoon, 
when he arrived at the U.S. Em- 
bassy residence in nearby Bad 
Godesberg, television carried the 
scene all over Western Europe. 
Kennedy's words were carried to 
millions within and beyond the 
borders of Germany.

But much that 
he said was designed to answer 
De Gaulle's argument that West- 
ern Europe needs its own inde- 
pendent nuclear force or national 
forces—such as France is build- 
ing—because it cannot rely on 
U.S. protection in some future 
crisis with the Soviet Union.

Warns JFK 
of Pressure 
Tactics 


BLYTHEVILLE, Ark. (AP) - 


The outgoing president of the Ar- 
kansas Bar Association has told 
President Kennedy that intimida- 
tion of the federal government by 
pressure groups could lead to de- 
struction of American government. 


Oscar Fendler of Blytheville, 


one of 244 lawyers who attended 
a civil rights conference at the 
White House Friday, said he told 
Kennedy violence would be the re- 
sult of any such intimidation be- 
cause, "Persons of other persua- 
sions will organize similar activi- 
ties and these opposing groups 
will clash." 


Fendler said the resulting social 


and legal breakdown would cause 
o clamor for federal intervention, 
resulting in martial law. 


"This will be a step toward de- 


struction 
of American 
govern- 


ment," he said. 


Fendler recounted his remarks 


in a telephone interview with The 
Associated Press. He emphasized 
that they were made as an "Ar- 
kansas lawyer" and not as presi- 
dent of the Arkansas Bar Associa. 
tion. 


Fendler was one of three Arkan- 


sas lawyers to attend the meet- 
ing. 
He said approximately 60 


members of the group were from 
the South and 40 to 50 of the 244 
were Negroes. 


The others who attended from 


Arkansas were Louis L. Ramsay 
of Pine Bluff, incoming president 
of the Arkansas Bar Association, 
and Edwin L. Wright of Little 
Rock, chairman of the House of 
Delegates of the American Bnr 
Association. 


Ramsay said the 
president's 


comments on racial problems fac- 
ing the nation were very general 
and that the president's remarks 
generally were well received. 


"I didn't ask to go up there,," 


Wright said. "I have no com- 
ment," 


Fendler said Kennedy gave the 


group an outline of racial tensions 
over the past few months and 
urged the establishment of local 
groups to help avoid such tensions. 


"The President asked the group 


to urge Negro youths to stay in 
school so that they might receive 
the training necessary to get and 
hold jobs," Fendler said. "He also 
urged the formation of bi-racial 
commitees to try to work out 
problems without demonstrations 
and he asked us to urge Negroes 
to join bar associations." 


Fendler said Kennedy criticized 


the bar for not speaking out on

President Kennedy visits Europe 
he's going to be justl about as safe 
as if he stayed home. 


In fact, he would stay home if 


there were any question about his 
safety—the U.S. Secret Service 
would see to that. 


The Secret Service, by law, is 


charged with protecting the Presi- 
dent anywhere. And it does so in 
shifts around the clock,, at a 
palace or embassy abroad as it 
does at the White House in Wash- 
ington. 


In this country, the Secret Serv- 


ice has the sole responsibility for 
safeguarding the President, al- 
though it also calls on local and 
state police and occasionally the 
military for assistance. On trips 
to other countries, the foreign 
counterpart of the Secret Service 
is responsible technically; for the 
security of the President. But ac- 
tually it is the Secret Service that 
sets forth the security require- 
ments, working in close coopera- 
tion with its opposite

abroad.

Faubus said in a news confer- 


ence today he favors the resolu- 
tions. He sa'id he was surprised! 
at Schoenfeld's position., "Someone 
must have been talking to him." 
Faubus said. 


The bar 
association 
also 
is 


readying some resolutions of its 
own. Schoenfeld said resolutions 
condemning amendments to create 
a Court of the Union and make it 
easier to amend the federal con- 
stitution would be presented to the 
executive committee and the res- 
olutions 
committee 
when 
they 


meet in July. A third resolution 
would ask that an amendment to 
remove the U.S. Supreme Court's 
authority to re-apportion legisla- 
tive seats be referred for further 
consideration. 


The governor backed resolutions 


on all three amendments when 
they came before the legislature 
during the regular session earlier 
this year. 


As of May 29,, four states had 


passed resolutions favoring the 
Court of the Union,, which would 
be composed of state supreme 
court justices and would be able to 
overturn decisions of the U.S. Su- 
preme Court; 11 had passed res- 
olutions favoring revision of the 
amending process, and 12 the leg- 
islative reapportionment proposal. 
Arkansas and Wyoming were the 
only states to pass all three. 


Two-thirds of the states must 


petition Congress for a constitu 
lional convention, which would be 
required to draft the proposals 
and send them back to the state 
legislatures for ratification.

B. Miller, an expert on family fi- 
nance, has found out that cither 
the husband or wife is a belter 
manager than the other. He says. 
"The lucky couple discovers early 
which of them has this ability 
No mailer how much it goes 
against the grain of family tradi- 
tion, that one should handle the 
money." 


You will be banging your head 


against a stone wall trying to get 
him to agree to a budget, let 
alone abide by one. A budget is 
not the panacea for all financial 
woes. Many couples who have 
tried budgeting give up for one 
reason or another, but mostly bo- 
cause they simply couludn't make, 
it work.

The sixth,, he continued, 
"refers to a lady, Miss X, being 
procured on Jan. 5, 1963, and is 
all really part of the same allega- 
tion."

JFK Didn't 
Go All Out 
in Request 


By JAMSS MARLOW 


Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON (AP)-The civil 


rights program President Kenne- 
dy has handed Congress is the 
most far-reaching of his presiden- 
cy but he still avoided going all 
out. 


For the first time in this century 
ingress passed some civil rights 
egislation in 1957. It passed some 
more in 1960. Both times it was 
mild. Congress seems sure to pass 
ome of Kennedy's program this 
year for one main reason: 


Racial tension in the United 


States is far more critical than 
at any time. 


But Kennedy didn't propose—al- 
hough he said he supported the 
dea—a fair employment practices 
commission which could compel 
employers everywhere not to dis- 
criminate against Negroes in hir- 
ng or firing. 


Nor did he propose sweeping 


authority for the attorney general 
o start court action against any- 
one who deprived any citizen of 
his civil rights. 


There was so much opposition 
0 both an FPC and this kind of 
broad authority for the attorney 
genera] that neither of these ideas 
seems to have a chance in Con- 
gress. Yet, Negro leaders would 
ike to see both became law. 


Altogether Kennedy has made 


ught principal proposals in 1963 
'ive Wednesday, three earlier, 
"hey have broad scope, which is 
1 contrast to anything he proposed 
iince becoming President. 


His reluctance until now about 


>ushing for meaningful civil rights 
egislation appeared to be based 
>n the hope that if he didn't anger 
he Southern Democrats with civil 
ights bills they might be nice to 
him on other programs he wanted. 


He was forced into his present 


position by the increasing actions 
and demands of Negroes. But just 


how much he gets out of what 
he has asked depends on a num- 
ber of factors—starting with him- 
self: 


How hard will he fight for what 


he asked? 
: 


Here 
are 
some 
of (he 
other 


factors: 


Will enough Republicans 
join 


enough Northern Democrats to 
smash a Southern filibuster to 
pass a civil rights program tba.t 
has any real meaning? 


The Southerners will fight. If 


they fight hard enough,, they may 
endanger some of Kennedy's other 
programs. If then Kennedy feels 
he has to pacify them by making 
concessions, he'll get far less than 
he asked. 


And, no one can predict the ra- 


cial situation in the next few 
months. A race riot might scare 
Congress into approving a far 
broader civil rights bill than it 
would otherwise consider. 


Kennedy's three earJier requests 


to Congress were on strengthening 
protection 
of 
Negroes' 
voting 


rights; continuing the life of the 
Civil Rights Commission; and pro- 
viding technical and financial aid 
to school districts which were try' 
ing to desegregate but, because 
they were, needed help. 


Wednesday's five proposals cov 


ered these fields: 


1. Guaranteeing equal accom 


modations in public facilities lik< 
hotels and restaurants. 


2. Empowering the attorney gen 


eral to take court action againsi 
segregated schools if the Negro 
parents, whose children had been 
excluded, were too poor or afrait 
:o act by themselves. 


(Some lawyers don't believe the 


attorney general needs any spe- 
cial law to take such action, that 
ie can act now any time he 
pleases under the 14th Amend 
ment which guarantees all people 
equal treatment.) 


3. Various steps to get fairer 


and fuller employment, like more 
money for programs to train Ne- 
groes in jobs, various actions by 
:he government and its top people 
:o get cooperation in cutting down 
iob discrimination. 


(Vigorous action by the Kenne 


dy administration could certainly 
reduce or eliminate discrimination 
n jobs where government 
con- 


racts' aiive involved.) 


4. Kennedy asked Congress to 


create 
a 
community 
relations 


service—he said he'd create one 
limself until Congress gave it a 
ormal blessing—to work with bi- 
racial groups in cities around the 
country to end discrimination. 


5. And he asked Congress to 


)ass a single comprehensive law 
hat says the federal government 
s not required to furnish any kind 
of financial help to any program 
or activity in which there is racial 
discrimination. 


(One 
authorty on civil rights 


egislation said thepre'sident has 
hat power now and doesn't need 
a specific law on it.)

mighty Palmer by six shots-even 
though Arnold was off his feed, 
said he fell lousy and rushed away 
from the course with hardly a 
word—obviously was a great sat- 
isfaction to the 6-foot, 200-pound 
veteran from Connecticut. 


Since Boros turned professional 


in 1947. he has performed as well 
as anyone in America's premier 
championship with nine finishes in 
the top 10. He has won the Open 
twice, the first time in 1952, and 
has been second twice, third once, 
fourth twice, fifth once and ninth 
once. 


Although at 43 he is 10 years 


older than any of the Big Three 
and 20 years older than Nicklaus, 
who failed to make the 36-hole cut, 
here while Player ended back in \ 
the pack; Boros has been the 
finest player on the PGA tour in 
the last two months. He has won 
three championships since May 12, 
beginning with the Colonial Na-
